Also included in the legislation 
were requirements that trucks 
must be equipped with reflec¬ 
tors, chock blocks, and, splash 
guards. 

As directed by the new legisla¬ 
tion, Registrar Lawton has now 
filed in the Secretary of State’s 
Office rules and regulations con¬ 
cerning the new phases of the 
inspection. 

Today’s announcement by Reg¬ 
istrar Lawton is to inform Mas¬ 
sachusetts motorists of the new 
standards for the inspection and 
to allow ample time for prepara-

Go Down Drain

South Africa — 
More money goes down the drain 
in this country than most people 
would believe. 

A new banknote disposal in¬ 
stallation used by the South Af¬ 
rican Reserve Bank gets rid of 
old banknotes by pumping them 
into the municipal sewage system. 

Previously the money went up 
in smoke. The bank used to burn 
old notes in an incinerator, but 
thex'e was always the danger of 
the building catching fire.
